Q.— We have been having a discus­ 
sion as to whether the flood of Noah’s 
day 
was 
general. 
What 
is 
your 
thought? 
Answer.—Our understanding of the 
flood of Noah’s day is that it was 
worldwide and not confined to the par­ 
ticular part of tile earth on which he 
resided. The external evidences seem 
to prove that the portion of the earth 
on which Noah lived was less affected 
by the flood than wore other sections. 
The evidence seems to support the 
.thought that in some manner the Lord 
specially sheltered that little quarter 
of the earth in the vicinity of Ararat, 
known as Mesopotamia—the cradle of 
the race. 
I 
The most logical theory* of the flood 
is. that the waters which came down 
in Noah’s day had previously been a 
ring around the earth, similar to the 
rings of Saturn, one of the planets. 
This ring gradually approached the 
earth, and before the flood constituted 
a canopy—the atmosphere separating 
the waters above from the waters on 
the face of the earth. 
The greater 
velocity of the earth at the equator 
fended to gather this mass of water at 
flu* poles. 
At the divinely appointed 
time the flood was caused by the 
breaking loose of this watery canopy. 
I'he precipitation at the poles launched 
millions of tons of water upon the 
earth at both poles, and these waters 
rushed toward the equator, flooding 
the entire earth. The marks of great 
icebergs traveling overland are clear 
Iv and distinctly traced by geologists 
today, and evidences of the flood are 
to be found in the highest mountains, 
where are shells and pebbles belong­ 
ing to the sea. 
I 
The quietness of the waters in the 
vicinity of Mesopotamia, where the 
ark was. is evidenced by the fact that 
instead of excoriations from icebergs 
being found there, the alluvial depos­ 
its are extraordinary, showing that it 
was in a sheltered spot—an eddy.
